PRISONERS ON NAPOLEON'S 
HAVE A GOOD TIME, 


ISLE 


@v Restrictions Placed on Their Free-

If our Continental neighbors had 
only seen as much of the manner in 
which the Boers are treated by the 
| British as I have they would cease

| their slanderous lies. I have just 
}returned from St. Helena after  re- 
| siding there for eight montns, and 
| during that time came into daily 


| contact with the prisoners, and the 
soldiers who guard them} 

| ‘There are between 5,000 and 6,000 
| Boers in camp at Broadbottom and 
| Deadwood, and a considerable num- 
}ber in the public gardens and hos} i- 
}tal which lies in a valley, flanked 
on either side with dark brown hills 
devoid of a patch of green to relieve 
their dull monotony, 

In this town they were practically 
on parole, and all of them were given 
;} work by the Government, their wa- 
ges being about 1s. per day. Very 
often these men were employed by 
private contractors unloading trans- 
ports, coaling warships, cutting 
down timber, etc. They were paid 
6d per hour for this work. 

Two or three transports every wee 
call at St. Helena with cattle and 
general stores for the feeding of the 
prisoners, and they are unloaded by 
}local contractors. ‘The Governor is 
asked for prisoners to do the work, 
and then you see the strange anom- 
aly of prisoners of war paid to land 
the food which they themselves will 
eat. Would any of our Continental 
lfriends pay their prisoners of war 
5s. a day for their own well-being? 

These Boers have on the whole a 
good time of it, as very few restric- 
tions are placed on their frecdoin, 
seven in the morning they start 
work, and usually finish rout five 
in the evening, with intervals of an 


hour for breakfast and dinner. They 
jare then left at liberty to wander 
Jabout at their own free will until 


nine o'clock at night, when the roll 
is called. They are permitted to 
frequent all public places, including 
|the licensed houses, and it is quite 
a common sight to see the soldiers, 
jsailors, and Boer prisoners — drink- 
ing, dancing, or playing a game of 
billiards as though there never was 
any war in South Africa. 
The Boers at Deadwood and Broad- 
bottom camps are under closer sur- 
veillance on account of their num 
| bers, but so far as it is practic- 
jable they are allowed a degree — of 
| freedom, and on the whole they have 
little to complain of. They gener- 
ally go out in batches in charge of 
fone of their officers who is held re- 
sponsible for their safe custody while 
lon parole. 
The Governor of the Isiand was at 
|first so lenient toward them that 
they began to take advantage of his 
}goodness. The end of all things was 
reached when the authorities dis- 
covered Lieutenant Eloff and four

Cape Town. 

There was then a general muster, 
and everyone appeared in as ragged 
and dilupidated a condition as pos- 
sible, so as to be able to get new 
boots and clothing, and then sell 
them to local tradespeople. The wri- 
ter heard some 6f the Boers boast 
of how they cunningly hoodwinked 
the authorities by appearing in 
rags. 


Ap Entirely New Instrument Exhibited 
at the Royal Institute. 

It was not often, said Prof. J. A. 
Iieming in his lecture at the Royal 
Institute, that a lecturer was — en- 
abled to exhibit an entirely new 
musical instrument in the theatre of 
the Royal Institute, but this he was 
able to do through the kindness” of 
Mr. Augustus Stroh, member of the 
institution, who had loaned him = a 
violin ef a novel kind which he had 
invented and which had never been 
shown in public before. 

Prof, Mleming had been talking of 
resonance, und he explained that all 
string instruments had sounding 
boards of a particular shape and size 
in order that the vibrations set up 
in the air by the drawing of the bow 
over the strings might not be lost 
in space, but might act on’ some sur- 
face in “‘resonance,’’ as it was calicd, 
with the strings. Tor the last 800 
years there had been Jittle or no 
change in the structure of the vio» 
lin, which consisted now, as it had 
always done, of three parts, the 
Strings, the bridge and the body, 
or sounding box. The art of the vio- 
fin maker lay in the construction of 
this box and in determining its 
shupe and size so as to obtain the 
best results. Mr. Stroh, in h's new 
violin, did away with the sounding 
hox entirely. The “hedy” of the vio- 
lin consisted of a simple piece of 
wood, and the bridge rested on an 
aluminum lever, which itself rested 
on a round dise of aluminum; this 
dise communicated with a trumpet, 
the open end of which pointed the 
same wiy as the head of the violin. 

Through the kindness of a lady, 
who played the instrument, the oud- 
ience Was permitted to hear it and 
judge of its qualities. The new violin 


certainly had a beautiful tone, and 
the music was not of a metallic na- 
ture, as might be expected, though 
it did not appear to possess ans 
very superior qualities over an or- 
dinary violin of one of the great 
makers, Apparently ciy of the ad- 
vantages cluinied for it is that all 


Violins of this type can be made oi 
precisely the same tone.—London 
Chronicle.
